The fresh 
water supply of LaGuayra and Mara- 
caibo is drawn from Interior streams 
and lakes, and it is expected to be cut 
off. 
The interior of Venezuela is re- 


garded as safe, as it is said that it 
would take at least 200,000 German 
soidlers to make headway through the 
wild and uneven country against guer- 
rilla tactics. There appears also to 
be much reliance on the part of the 
Venezuelans in the sentiment and 
svmpatcy which can be aroused with- 
in the L'-ited States when an Euro- 
pean invader is actually operating on 
American soil acd Venezuela issues a 
declaration of war. Venezuela, it is 
understood, also relies largely on the 
fa< t that foreign capita! is invested in 
the large Venezuela ports and would be 
the heaviest sufferer from any de- 
struction wrought by the Germans.

Says H* Did Not Betray Cardinal 


Gibbons aud Tlut Hte Appointment 
C<ime About Through President Mo 
Kinlvy acd the Pope—Policy ot th* 
\ at lean to Be Outlined. 
Xew Orleans, Dec. 28.—Archbishop 


Chap^l'e of New Orleans, who has juit 
returned from the Philippines after a 
six months" stay in Rome, declares 
utterly witioat foundation the asser- 
tions made by the Rome correspond- 
ent of an American paper to the effect 
that ho had been forced to Aiihdravk" 
from h.s position as apostoiic delegate 
to the Philippines by the pope on ac- 
count of icesficieney and antagonizing 
the American civil an-I military au- 
thorities acd the Cathjlic clergy and 
friars !n the archipelago. Ke says 
that, so far from this being L-e truth. 
Pope Leo has publicly and privately 
approved of his work in the Philip- 
pines. 


Archbishop Chapelle says he re- 


signed \olantarily. as he thought * 
permanent delegate in the Philippines 
was d<rsirable. and comes t-act to New- 
Orleans retaining the office of dele- 
gate to Cuba and Porto Rico. He de- 
nies that he betrayed Ca-i:*iai Gib- 
bons and says that his appointment 
to the Philippines came about through 
no other than President McKinley and 
the pope. He emphatically cenies that 
he wrote an impertinent letter to 
President McKinley, and says it is not 
true that he wrote letters to this o- 
any otaer country urging opposition 
of the Catholic vote to President Mc- 
Kinley. He assorts that he has not 
quarreled ».ti the archbishop of Ma- 
nilia, but. on the othtr hand, says 
they are as brothers, and saw one an- 
other frequently while in Rome. He 
says that within the next month tcere 
will be issued a papal constitution in 
which the policy of the Vatican will be 
fully set forth, and in which the ap- 
proval of his work in the Philippines 
by tie pope will be reiteratecL

He was held in high 
regard by his fellow-sailors because 
of tie nerve he snowed in th" pres- 
ence of two German warships in the 
harbor of Apia. Samoa, during the 
stirring times vrhich wound up in the 
remendcus hurricane that wiped out 
he German and American navies in 
those waters in 1SSS- 


Violent Dust Storm. 


Los Angt-les. Dec. 28.—A windstorm 


of unusual force and destnictiveness 
las raged aii over the southern part 
of California. The storm is 'vhat is 
.ocally known as a "Santa Ana." and 
carried with it fine dust from the des- 
ert to the east that filled the air and 
obscured the vision at distances more 
than a few hundred yards. Reports 
from surrounding towns report much 
damage wrought by the wind to or- 
anges and some damage to small 
buildings- Railway traffic is delayed 
and in some instances entirely ob- 
structed- The storm was heaviest in 
the vicinity of Colton and Pomona.
